ATTENTION! 

THIS  MEANS  YOU! 

You  are  a Schoolman.  Do  you  know 
how  your  elections  are  carried  on  ? 
Read  this  extract  from  the  By-laws 
on  the  election  of  officers. 

1.  The  President,  assisted  by  the 
Recording  Secretary  and  the  Treasur- 
er, shall  conduct  the  poll  and  shall 
appoint  scrutineers  to  count  the  bal- 
lots. 

2.  The  names  of  the  candidates  for 
offices  shall  be  printed  on  the  ballot 
papers,  as  many  offices  as  possible 
on  the  same  ballot. 

3.  Each  member  entitled  to  vote 
shall  receive  his  ballot  from  the  Re- 
turning Officer,  and,  after  marking 
it,  shall  return  it  to  the  returning 
officer,  who  shall  deposit  it  in  the 
ballot  box. 

N.B.— VERY  IMPORTANT!  ! 

4.  A majority  of  the  total  number 
of  votes  cast  shall  be  necessary  for 
election  to  any  office.  The  Hare- 
Spence  system  of  voting  shall  be  used. 
In  the  Hare-Spence  system  of  count- 
ing, the  voter  marks  opposite  the 
name  of  the  candidate  for  whom  he 
wishes  to  vote,  the  figure  1;  while 
opposite  his  second  choice  for  this 
office  he  marks  the  figure  2;  and  op- 
posite his  third  choice  the  figure  3; 
and  so  on. 

-When  the  number  of  “first  choices” 
are  added  the  candidate  with  the  low- 
est number  goes  out,  and  his  “second 
choices”  are  distributed  among  the 
others,  counting  as  “firsts.”  This 
method  of  elimination  is  followed  un- 
til two  are  left  and  the  candidate  with 
the  largest  count  is  declared  elected. 

N.B.  — No.  4 simply  means  that 
when  you  get  your  ballot  you  will 
mark  a 1 opposite  the  name  of  the 
man  you  are  voting  for.  Then  you 
will  pick  out  a second  choice  and  put 
a 2 opposite  his  name.  Then  a third 
choice  and  put  a 3 opposite  his  name 
and  so  on. 
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The  excitement  of  elections  is  on 
us  once  again.  This  time  it  is  our 
lot  to  pick  out  the  men  who  are  going 
to  be  permanently  in  charge  of  our 
interests  as  a year.  They  will  be  re- 
sponsible for  all  our  activities  and  re- 
member there  is  a re-union  every 
year.  There  is  to  be  elected  a Presi- 
dent, Vice-President,  Secretary-Treas. 

Dame  rumour  hath  it,  that  several 
good  men  will  be  nominated  for  each 
office,  and  it  is  our  duty  to  be  im- 
partial and  see  that  we  use  our  judg- 
ment to  the  best  of  our  ability.  We 
have  got  to  know  each  other  in  four 
years  and  it  should  be  much  easier  to 
pick  the  man  for  the  job  than  the 
job  for  the  man.
